Vafioleon^ by th't Grace t>fG(>d,(9e. ifc 
In convoking t'nc ekctoi s ot the col 
l^ges to an assembly of the Champ d'c 
Vf.li, we inteaded to constitute each 
oleciral asss nbly of the depart nent io 
separate ofliccs, to compose afterwaids 
a commission common to all, and, in 
tbe space of a few months, to arrive at 
the great end, the object of our wishes. 


VVe believed then that we had lime 
and leisure, aince, our intention being 
to maintain puace with our neighbors 
we were resigned to subscribe to all the 
sacrificea which had already weighed 
upon France. 


rh e civil war of the south had hardly 
terminated, when we acquired a certain 
knowledge of the hostile dispositions of 
the foreign powers, and thenceforth it 
became necessary to foresee war and to 
prepare for it. 


Under theae new circumstances, we 
bad only the alternative left us of pro­ 
longing the dictatorship with which we 
we were invested by the crisis itself and 
by the confidence of the people, or to 
abridge ithe forms which we had pro­ 
posed to ourselves to folljvv, for tbe 
compilation of the eoostitutional a c t.^ 
The interest of Fraitce hss required us 
to adopt tbis «ecoud course. 
W e have 
presented for the'acceptance of ttie peo­ 
ple, an act which at once guarantees 
their libertids and their rights, and places 
the monarchy secure from atl danger of 
subversion. 
This act determines the 
mode of the formation of the law, and 
tbencefortii {desalort) contains within 
itself »he principle of every ameralio- 
tion which sball be conformable to the 
intei*est of the nation ; interdicting how­ 
ever, all discussion upon a certain num­ 
ber of determined fundamental puints, 
which shall be irrevocably fixed. 


W e had wished also to wait for the 
acceptance of the people before wc 
ordered an assembly of the Colleges and 
caused them to proceed to the nomina­ 
tion of Deputies ; but equally e^npelled 
by Ihe crisis, the liighest 
insercsis of the state commands us 
^/i9u« fa it la /oi] to surround ourselves 
in the ftr^mptest manner possible with 
the national bodiea. 


For these reasons, Scc.Scc. wc decree, 
Art. 1st. Four days after the publica­ 
tion of the present decree at the chief

The prefect for thé department, and

leticv of one w Itioi e of the u.aglsti tten 
of the vicinity, of all the witoefeacM, both 
Amciican and Eogl'^^h« who ufTered 
tHcmiclves lor that purpose} oi wh«' 
eould be discovered ia likely to afford 
' tuy material information on he kubject, 
^ oa well those whó had been previouily 
examined before the coroner« at other­ 
wise« to the number In the whole of 
ttbom eighty. W e further proceeded to 
it minute exMniination'of ihv prisonvtfor 
the purpose of clcai inn ^ip 
poiutv. 
<vhich* upon the cvidcnce alone were 
•carcely ititelllKibiy i obtaining from the 
pi tronera, and from the officer» of the 
depot, all the nccastaiy aaaiiituncc and 
explaiiaiion ; ami premitinf?, that we 
have been, fii>m néccaiity, conii>elled to 
(Uaw niany ol our conclusion» from 
»tatement* and tvidencc highly contra­ 
dictory,we dp now make upon the whole 
pioccediuga the followini; report 


Dtiiiiig thu period which ha« elapsed 
tince tbe arrival in this country cf the 
account of the ratification of the treaty of 
Ohentf an increased degree of restlesii* 
ness and impaiieitce of coufmeinei)! i ap­ 
pear» to hav# prevailed anionj; the A m e­ 
rican priaoiera at Dartmoor, rwftich, 
lliouyrh not «shibitcd in the sh^pe ofany 
violent exc«tsea,has been piincipally in­ 
dicated by threáta of breaking out if not 
lOon released. 


On the «ih of ihi« month in particular, 
only t«vo days previous to the event« the 
aubjret of this enquiry, a large body of 
the priionera ruihcd into the market- 
. aquare, from whence, by ihe rci^uUtion* 
' of ,thc priuHi, they arc cxcliided, de- 
i|»ánding bread instead of bi-icuit, which 
had on that day been i«sued by the offi­ 
cer* ¿flhe de|H>t{ their demands, how­ 
ever, having been then almost imme- 
dliUcly complied with, they returned to 
thclt o»%n yards, and the euiployment of 
force ou that occasion became utmeces- 
lÉrt'y. 


On tbo evening of the Gih, about six 
<»*clock, it waa clcarlv proved to os, that 
^ a breach or’hole had been ntude in one 
of the pri«ou walla, sufficient for a tuli- 
•ited man to pai» ; and Umi others had 
boen commented in the course of the 
day near the «ame »pot, though never 
oompieted; 


Thai a tiumber of the prisoners were 
* over the raiiiiiK* erected to pi c v«iu tiiem 
from commutkicaiing wUh iho »entinéis 
on thè wall», which war,, of eourse, for- 
bidden by i!ie reRulations of the prison ; 
and thatiin the space between the railini; 
und lUo«« wulU, they wcro tearing up 
pitrce» of mrf, and wantonly pelting each 
other in a npisy and di-iorilcrly manner. 


u much tuove con«id«rahtc uum* 
btti* of the pvis mcrs wu« collected to­ 
gether Kt that titiie, in one of iliair yards 
near !ti*J place where the breach was el- 
fccttrd ; «tid »hut, althuugh such collec- 
ÙOH yl i)risoncrs was nut unu»nal at oihci 
times. ('I'e ^antbling tables bi.it.i- com- 
niot.ly k 
in tlut pa* i of tlu yard.) yt i, 
coiuuxltd with the r.ircuio tunct i 
uf ihe b' CAch, and the time of ihe da>. 
which was altrr the hour the hìkouI fur 
the < risoHci ti tn reiiir to their renp' ciive 
prÍHons h:id coaat’d to suuud, it hccanic 
h tiu'ural and ju»l ground of alarm to 
tho>e who httd charge ol the depot 
It WUH alvo in evidence, that in the 
buildiin: fot mtrly the petty officers pri­ 
son, hut now the ruumI barrack, which 
v,»ndH in the* yard to which the hole in 
thff wuil would aeiVO 
comnuinication, 
a part of the ann-iof the Rward who were 
off duty, wifre usually kept in the ruckn ; 
and th«»n'h »here was no e v id c ^ th»t 
this wi*« i’l any re- p> ct the m |i|tfw h ich 
iitrlureil the priHoners to inulw ij>è open 
i i^j ill the wall, 01 even that^thej* were 
ever acqUaiiKcd wi«h the fuctTlt naturhlly 
bucarne at l^ast « further cau».« of t,us- 
picion a»(d alarm, and an aUciiuoiial rcu- 
» noivlhr precaution. 


Up*>n these grotuuJs, Capi .Slioriland 
appcarK to US »0 have hern jintirvid in

a» fast a» the opening would permit, into 
the iquare. 


I'here wea no dircet proof belore us 
of prtvioua concert or pteparat'on on 
the part of the priBOner»,aiid no evidence 
of their intention or disposition to effect 
their eacape on thia occasion, excepting 
that which aro»e by inference from the 
whole of the above detailed circum* 
stance» eonnected together* 


1 he natural and almost irresUtible in* 
ference to-be drawn, however, from Ihe 
conduct of the priaonel*» by Capt Short- 
•and and the military was, that an inten­ 
tion, on the pait of the p isonurs to 
escape was on (he |x>int of being carried 
into execution i and it ^vas at least cer­ 
tain, that they were by fo'cc passing be* 
yond the limits pieKcribed to them, at a 
time wben they ought to have been qui­ 
etly going in lor ihe night 
It was also 
ill evidence, that the outer-Katea of the 
market’square were usuilly opened a- 
bout this time, to let the brtad-wuggon 
puss and repus» to the store, although at 
the pcriud in question they were in fact 
closed 


Unflcr these circumstances, and with 
these impressions necessarily opi ratint' 
upon his minti, and a knowledge »hat if 
the p itoners once penetrated through 
the square, the power of escapc was ul* 
most to tt certainty afforded to them, if 
they should be so disposed, Capt. Shori- 
luiid in the first insunce proceeded down 
Ihe square towards Ihe prisuiters, having 
ordercU a part of the difTerent guards, to 
the number of about fifty only at fiitii;, 
(though they wero increased uftcrwnrds) 
(o follow him. 
For some time both he 
and Dr. Alagrath endeavoured by quiet 
means uud persuasion, to induce the 
pris'iners to retire to their own yards ; 
enphuning to them the fatal consequenc- 
C» which must entiue if they vcfu^it-d, as 
the miliiary would in that cuse be neces- 
sarily compelled lu employ force. 
The 
guard was by this time foi med in the 
rear oji Capt. Shortland, about iwo*thirds 
of the way down the nquure..—the latter 


IS about one hundred féct bio«d,and the 
* guard extetkded nearly all uciOSS. Cap*. 
^ bhorilai di finding that persuasion was all 
I in vain, and that alilu)u(;h some were 
' induced by it to make an effort (o retire, 
I other» preiscd on iu considérable num* 
I bcrs, ai last ordoi ^d about U file of the 
guard, nearly in IVoni of the gate which 
hud been forced, to chatge thu pri»onei» 
back to their otvn yaids. 


I hupiiboner» wore in some places 
so near the military, that one of the 
soldiers state» 'Jut lie could not come 
i'uirly down to the charge ; attd the mt» 
litaiyw eie unwilling to act as ai>ainst 
an enemy. 
Some of the prisoners also 
weie unwilling and reluctant to retite, 
and some pushing and »truggling en- 
suvd between the parties, arising ptirily 
from intentiou, but maiidy from tin. 
prtstiure of thoae behind preventing; 
ihuse in front from getitng buck; 
Af­ 
ter some little time, hi»wevcr, thib 
charge .‘ppears to have b<:en so far i flec- 
live, tind tnat wnh little or no injuiy ii> 
ilic prisoners, a» to have diivcn them 
Um the most pa t quite down out of the 
bqnair. With (he exccpkioti of a sn>all 
number who continued their resistance 
about No. I gate 


A I'rtat crowd still remained collect­ 
ed aher this in the passage btuween the 
squtiie and the prisonei»' yard, aad in 
ihc part ol ihesv yards in the vicinity of 
me gates 
I bis assemblage still re­ 
fused to withdraw, and according to 
most of the English witnesses, and 
some of the American», was making a 
noiae, hallooing, insiuliing, and provok- 
inic, and daring the military to fire, und 
according to the evidence of several of 
the soldiers, and aome others, tvas pelt­ 
ing the military with largo sionvs, by 
which «U4Î1C of them ^ e re actuully 
struck. 
This circum st^ce is, how­ 
ever, denied by many of Jke American 
witnesses; and »ome of ihe English, 
upon having the qucsiUrfwuit to them, 
st.ited they »aw no » t ^ a tVfOwn previ­ 
ously m the hring, tfihough t('clr situa<* 
ti'Hi ;u tliu linie

com m cnced without any authority. 


T he fact of an oi«lt;r having been 
given at first, piovio.cti the firing wa» 
under tho exisiriR ciicuii»a(ances, ^usti* 
fiable, doe» nov app« ur very material in 
any bihcr point oi vi< w litau as showing 
a want of ailf-po«»ession, and discipline 
in the troops, if they »iiould have fired I 
without order.

W ith regard to the above m ost im- j 
portant 
cousidt < uiif)i), ol whe ther th< 
firing WU» justifiable or not, we are ol 
opinion, Ui dcr all the circum stanci » of 
the case, from the appiehension.which. 
the »oldters m ’ght fairly entertain« ow ­ 
ing to the number» . nd conduct o f the 
prisoner», that this firing to a certain 
exten t waa justifiable in a military point 
o f view, In Older to intimidate the pii- 
»oners, and compel them thereby to ^ 
desist from all acts of violence, and to i 
rvtire aa they were ordered, from a situa- ! 
tion which the 
raspoiisibility o f the | 
agent«, and the militât y, could noi per­ 
mit them with safety to remain 
' 
From the fact of tne crowd b« ing so 
close, and the firing at first beihg attend­ 
ed with very little injury, it u; p ars pro­ 
bable that a large 
proportion ol the 
m uskets wero, as staud oy one 0*' two 
of the witnesses, levelled over liie heads 
uf the piisoiicrs; a ctrcuiiist >nce in some 
respects to be lam ented, as it induced 
them to cry out ** blank cartridge s,” and 
m erely Irritated and encouraged them 
to rei»ew'their insults to the aoMiory, 
wtiich p t^ n e i d a rcputitiou of the firing 
in u manner much more destructive. 


The firing in the square having con- 
tiniioil fur lome time, by which several 
of the prisoneis sustained injuries, the 
greater part of them appear lo have 
been running hack ^ith tlic utmost p rt- 
cipitaiion and contusion to 
their re­ 
spective pi ison^, .Mid the cause for fut- 
ther firing seems at this period to have 
ceased, 
it appear» 
accordingly that 
Capt 
hhortliind was in Ihc market 
>q^uare exeiiing himself und giving 
oiders to thur enVct, and that l.ieut. 
I'urtye had surcJciied in slopping the 
fire of his (uui ol tli« guard. 


Under these ciicuinsiaiics it is very 
difficult to find any justiücution for thu 
further continuance and renewal of the 
firing which certainly took plai e boto 
in til« prifton yards and else whei e: thout;h 
we have som e evidence of sub«equ< ni 
piovocation given to the military, 
and 
rcsi«tuni,e to the turnkeys in snuituig 
the prisons« and o f stones being Uki own 
out Iroin withm the prisou doors 
The subsequfnt firing rather appears 
to have arisen from the state of indivi­ 
dual irtttution and exa^peiation on the 
part of the aoldieis \\ i*o tollowcd the 
prisoners into their y^ids. and fiom the 
absence o f nearly all the officers who 
m ight have restrained ii ; us w ell as 
from the vg*'^at difliculiy of putting au 
nd to a firing when once com m enced 
under suchcircuinstjinces. Capt- hhoit- 
land was from this itmc buail) occupied 
with the turnkey« in the square, rec(;iv- 
ing and taking care of the w ainded.—. 
Knsign A hue remained witn hts guaid 
at the bleach, und Lieuts. Avelyne and 
I'ortye, the only other i^ubaliern« known 
to havo been prehent, comiuuc'd in the 
square with the main boilivs of their 
lespective guards. 


i he lim e of the day, wiiich was the 
ofiiccrk* dinner hour, will in som e mea- 
stne explain thi«, as it caused ihe ab' 
sence of every officer from the prison 
whose preserce was not indispensable 
there 
.A nd this circumstance, which 
ha« been ar|;ed as an argument to prove 
the intemicNi o f the prisoners to laiie 
this ofiportimity to escape, tended to 
increase tlio confu^ion, ui.d to pievent 
those freat exertions being made which 
m ight p d r^ p s have obvi.ted a portion 
at leuftt o f the m ischief which ensued. 


A t the same time (hat the firing was 
going on In the square, a cross fire was 
also kept up from several of the plat­ 
forms on the walls round the prison 
whiare the len trics stand, by «tra^i^iing 
parties o f m ldiers who ran up there for 
that purpose. 
A s far as this fire was 
directed to disperse the m en assembled 
round the breach, for which purpose it 
was most effectuai, it aeem», to stand 
iip'>n ihe «ame ground a« that in the 
fti'al iusuuco in th t aquart* 
Jiut that 


ftrtirlitc li 
It poaftivclp airo^n <WM 
diiecfed, Mgalnyit atra^gllng par||ca of 
priaoiier» runiib|; niiuut the jfardi and 
endeavor!^ to emor in tho tew doort 
wnich ilNÌ turnkey a, according toflielr 
usual piacticei had left openi doea aeem 
as «talea, to'bave been wholly without 
objc^ctor excuse, und to have been a 
Wanton attack upon the ¡ive|of defence* 
less, and n ihat time uÉ^endüng in­ 
dividuals. 


In the aame, or even m ore aevere 
terms, we must rei«»ik upon what was 
proved aa to the firing into the dooi 
ways of the prison» more panUularly 
i^ o that of iVti. I piisoui at a iime when 
Im m ai,were iu crowd» at the entrance.. 
From tho position jf the pri^yn and of 
the door, and from the ma^ks of the 
balls which wei4 puuited oumo ua, as 
well as fiom Ihe evidence, it waa clear 
(l)is fi'i§g must have proceeded froin 
suldkra i very few feet from the door 
A ay ; and althougli it was certainly 
sworn that the priaoners were at the 
time of part of tho fii ing at least cofit> 
tinuing to Invult and occasionally to 
throw stones at the soldiersy and that 
they were «tanding in the way ol, and 
Impedhig tho tuinkey, who was ihc e 
lor the puija)se ol closing the door* yt)^ 
»till there was nothing stated wliiC4i 
could, iu our viewt at all justity such 
excessively haish and severv trcaCiunt 
ot helplcssi and una> med pri»oner» wlieii 
all idea of esc. pe was at an end- 


Under these intpressinna we usid 
• ve'y endeavor to a>«ceitain if there was 
tne least pro»«p^( ol ideiitfying any uf 
the soldier« who had been gudty ol the 
particulai'outiaui a hMe alluded to, oi 
ot tvucing any particular death at that 
I im« to the firing uf any puiticular in­ 
dividual, hut wiihoui «ucce«s 
and all 
ho|>e«of biingiitg the offVndeis to pun­ 
ishment \>« u dseem to be at an end. 


In conclusion, tve, the undei«i(;ned, 
nave only lo add, that whilst wt lumtoi, 
.1« we do most deeply, the unfoiiunate 
II anHuCkion which has been the »object 
of t(»is II quiry, wc find ou' selvrs totally 
uI able to suggest any steps lo bu taken 
as to those parts of it which seem uiost 
to call lor redress i<nd punishment.

Considering it o f i»u<^|oipor(ance that 
the repoit. whatever it mijf^it bv, should 
KO lort^ under our joint sl^nutuies, I 
have forborne to press «ome of the 
jxtints which it iitvolves, as fa* as otliei- 
a isc I m ight h.«vc done, and it there- , 
fore may not be impru^iei- in this K-tter 
tu enter into sttine little explanutÎim of 
such part« of the report. 
AlihougR it 
does appeal (hat a part «»f (he prisoners 
were on that evunintr iii bixn a state 
and under such circu u su n ct s. as to 
Imve jii t ficd, on the vi« w wiiich (he 
coiuniunder of the d pot couiil not hut 
take of it, the interveoti >o uf (h* iitili- 
(a>y foice und even iu a s(i ic( ensc, the 
first u c o t fire arms, yet I cannot but 
express it us 0)y «e(tied opioion, that, 
hy conduct a little mure u mpoi isiog, 
thisdriadiui uUernativc ol fiiio); upun 
unarmed ptisoners mi^hi have been 
avoided 
Yet as this op nmn n.r-. been 
ih( result of «ubsiquint . xan. n tiun, 
unti after having acquired u k> o\\icU ge 
of thi coinparitively harmless otaic ol 
tlie prisoners, it may be but fuir to 
consider wi eiher, m such u moment of 
coiilusion and alarm a« that appears to 
have been, the officer cumi|ianding 
could huvt fuirly estimated his daugt r, 
or have measured out, with precision, 
ihe exieni and nature of the forct) nc- 
coest>ary to guard against it- 


But «vhen (ht firing became general, 
as it afterwards 4«pptai s to have done, 
and caught wi(h eieciiic rupidiiy liom 
the square (o tlie platform«, ihcre is no 
plea nor shudnw ol excuse for it, ex­ 
cept in the personal exasperation of the 
soldiery, nor for the more deliberate, 
and therefore more unjustifiable, firing 
which took place into three of the 
pviHon«, No 1,3, and 4. but more paiti- 
cularly into No 3, after the prisoner« 
hud retired into them, und there waa no 
longer ufiy pretence of appiehensions 
as to their esc.tpc. 
Upon this ground 
as you, sir, will petceive by the report, 
Mr Larpcnt and myself hud no differ* 
dice of opinion, and I am fully persuad« 
ed that my own regret was not greater 
than his at perceiving how hopeles« 
would be the attempt to trace to any in­ 
dividuals of (he miUtary these ouiraga- 
ous proceedings. 


As to whether the order to fiie came 
from cuptain ^ho tland, 1 yet confus» 
myself uintble to form any satisfactory 
opinion, though, peihaps, the bias of 
my mind is, that he did give such an 
order, 
liut his anxiciy and cxectious 
to slop it after it had continued for some 
little time, are fully proved, and his 
gene’al conduct previous to this occur* 
rence, as far as we could, with propi ie 
ty, enter into such details, appears to 
have been characterized withgroa. fair* 
ness, and even kindness, in the rela­ 
tion in which he stood towaids the 
pi isoners. 


On the subject of any complaints a- 
gainst their own government existing 
among the prisoners, it waa invariably
